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Reasons for allowance 

1. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art 
does not teach or suggest the instantly claimed invention. The prior art does not teach a film 
comprising at least one crystalline polyester layer containing more than 5 weight percent of a 
pigment where the pigment is selected from the group and consists essentially of white pigment, 
voided pigment, TiOa, SiOj, CaCoj, AI2O3, BaS04, carbon black, zeolite, kaolin, and mixtures 
thereof, and at least one crystalline polyester layer devoid of pigment, where the ratio of the 
respective thickness of the layer devoid of pigment to the pigmented layer is at least 1 and where 
the pigment has a particle size comprised between 0.02 and l.O^im. The prior art does not teach 
motivation or suggestion for modification to make the invention as instantly claimed.
